WASHINGTON. I/P) - Two for¬ 
mer regional directors of the 
Town.scnd old age pension organi- 
r.ation pleaded guilty in federal 
district court today to charges of 
contempt of the hou.se. 

They Dr. Clinton Wunder of 
New York and .lohn B. Kiefer of 
Chicago—were given suspended 
sentences of one year in prison 
and $100 fine and placed on pro¬ 
bation for the year by Justice 
Peyton Gordon. 

Both ignored subpoenaes to ap¬ 
pear before, a special hou.se com¬ 
mittee investigating old age pen¬ 
sion organizations last spring. 

Townsend Not There 

Dr. Francis E. Townsend, found¬ 
er of the movement, was to have 
been arraigned with Wunder and 
Kiefer, but failed to appear. 

I.,eslie C. Garnett, United States 
attorney, said Townsend's absence 
was the rc.sult of a misunderstand¬ 
ing. The old age pension leader 
was ordered to be in court tomor¬ 
row morning. Garnett said Town¬ 
send would plead not guilty and 
requested that his trial be set for 
Feb. 23. 

Townsend al.so is uiuler an in¬ 
dictment for contempt of the 
house for walking out of the com¬ 
mittee’s hearing and refusing to 
testify further. 

Written Apolog.v 

Garnett informed the court both 
Wunder and Kiefer had made 
written apology to the house la.st 
week for their action. 

Before imposition of the .sen¬ 
tences. Wunder and Kiefer told the 
court they desired to "clearly es- 
tabli.sh" they had not been asso¬ 
ciated with Doctor Town.send or 
his organization for the last six 
months. 

Justice Gordon sai<l in view of 
the fact they had "shown their 
contrition" for disobeying the sub¬ 
poenaes. he had decided on the 
suspension of sentence and proba¬ 
tion. 


Orange county rode on the crest 
of a wave of jubilation today after 
a week-end which carried constant 
and terrifying threats of a devas¬ 
tating flood. 

Danger of a break in the Santa 
Ana river levee w'as imminent 
tliroughout Saturday night and 
Sunday morning a-s the swollen 
Santa Ana river threatened to 
break its banks at several dan¬ 
gerous points. 

Although daybreak yesterday 
brought a measure of relief to ap¬ 
prehensive residents of the coun¬ 
ty, the peril from the flood was 
at its height at 10 o’clock yester¬ 
day morning. At this time there 
wa.s .seven feet of flood water rush¬ 
ing into the county at the county 
line, the peak of the flood. 

Body Washed Away 

Bodies of a man and a horse 
were reported to have been swept 
dov/n into Orange county by mud¬ 
dy torrents which killed three per- 
’ sons and damaged Southern Cali¬ 
fornia property. Known fatalities 
in the 30-hour downpour which 
ended yesterday, were K. Hubert, 
Corona carpenter whose automo¬ 
bile was .swept from a bridge; 
Louis Kessler, drowned in a San 
Jacinto mountain stream, and 
Walter P. Anderson, who suc¬ 
cumbed to expo.sure on a canyon 
road near San Diego. The body 
of Hubert, it was reported, was 
believed to have been carried down 
into this county. 

Water Subsides 

County Flood Control Engineer 
M. N. 'Thompson said today the 
menace of the flood had passed 
for the present. The angry mud¬ 
dy waters in the shallow river 
channel subsided today, ending the 
threat of the week-end flood. 
County officials prayed today that 
the weather in the mountains 
would be cold enough to keep the 
snow from melting suddenly and 
sending an avalanche of waters 
down on Orange county again. 

Residents of the county were 
awakened to the constant danger 
of a flood situation here, when it 
was pointed out that a great part 
of the flood water was from local 
rainfall. Had the runoff from the 
upper counties been greater, and 
had not the rain stopped when it 
did, there would be a different 
story to tell today. Damage to 
millions of dollars worth of prop¬ 
erty would have resulted from a 
serious break in the river bank.

ng Waters Force 200 
Mexicans to Flee 
From Houses 


Hundreds of Orange county 
residents, from Talbert to Laguna 
Beach, evacuated their homes Sat¬ 
urday night in the face of surging 
flood waters. 

Sheriff’s officers, police and Na¬ 
tional Guard assisted in the evacu¬ 
ation. 

Refugees returned to their 
homes yesterday to begin the job 
of sweeping out layers of silt and 
shoveling debris from porches and 
basements. 

Refugees in Sehool 

More than 200 Mexican resi¬ 
dents of the La Jolla settlement 
south of Placentia spent Saturday 
night in the eiementary .school 
buildings there, routed from their 
homes by dangerous flood waters 
sweeping down the old bed of the 
Santa Ana river. A school teacher 
who braved the rushing waters 
was the hero of the disaster. 

Calls for aid from the stricken 
colony were answered by county 
official and by trucks and private 
cars from surrounding homes. 

Keys to the schooi house could not 
be found, so finally workers broke 
a window, allowing entrance to 
the main building. 

School Teacher Hero 

Mexicans slept on the floors, 
kept warm by blankets furnished 
by the Anaheim National Guard. 

A school teacher, witnesses said, 
was the individual hero of the 
evacuation. When keys to schooi 
buildings could not be found, he 
volunteered to brave the torrent, 
running neck-deep through the 
center of the settlement. He strug¬ 
gled through the flood, and re¬ 
turned with the keys, only to dis¬ 
cover that a window had been 
broken to gain admission. 

The entire settlement was cover¬ 
ed with more than a foot of water, 
and dozens of tiny homes filled 
with mud. Many residents were in 
extreme danger, officials said, as 
a number of homes are on the 
banks of the flood spillway, which 
runs through the town.

The menace was mainly to prop¬ 
erty on the west side of the river. 

Tense and alert county officials 
directed the battle against the 
flood from the courthouse. First 
news of real danger came at mid¬ 
night Saturday. The river began 
eating away at the levee just 
above the Willowick golf cour.se 
and radio station KVOE. In an 
hour and a half the river bank 
was eaten half way through. A 
crew of men was rushed to the 
scene and began piling .sandbags 
in the break. 

Curiously enough, just as the 
first danger came the torrents of 
rain ceased. \Vhen the trouble 
came, a shortage of men for levee 
work was threatened. Road Su¬ 
perintendent A. A. Beard and 
Flood Control Engineer M. N. 
Thompson and their assistants 
kept constant vigil for more than 
40 hours without sleep. Several 
hundred men worked throughout 
Saturday night, their hands raw 
and bleeding from handling bags 
of .sand. 

K$ OE on .lob 

The telephone company was 
hard pressed to handle all the tele¬ 
phone calls which came into the 
emergency flood headquarters. 
Two phones rang incessantly all 
night and morning. KVOE stood 
by to furnish flood warnings to 
residents of the county. 

The river rose a foot in the 
hour from 1 to 2 a. m. Sunday, 
then dropped down and relieved 
the fears of a catastrophe for the 
time being. Today the river was 
handling the flood waters, passing 
them out to the ocean. 

County officials wve grateful 
for the cold weather which came 
to the mountains today to keep 
the snow frozen and lessen the 
danger from a sudden runoff. 

Three Breaks Feared 

The river threatened to break 
out in three places yesterday 
morning. One place was at the 
Fifth street weir at the Willowick 
golt course location. The second 
was about a half mile east of the 
Jefferson bridge where serious 
cutting was reported. The third 
place was the worst and most dan¬ 
gerous. It comprised about 600 
feet of levee on the west side of 
the river, located between Santa 
Ana boulevard and Ocean avenue. 
News of the serious situation 
came just before daybreak. 

Supervisors Willard Smith and 
John Mitchell declared an emerg¬ 
ency when this break was report¬ 
ed. The emergency was au¬ 
thorized so that flood control 
crews and levee workers could cut 
the levee. The sun had just come 
up to reveal the daagerous nature 
of the situation when a large crew 
rushed to the scene and stopped 
up the threatened gap. If this 
section of the river had broken 
through, much damage to territory 
west of the river would have en¬ 
sued. 

Levees Reinforced 

One of the dangerous places in 
the county was at the lower end 
of the river near -ts mouth. High 
tides threatened to break up the 
water which was pouring down 
the river. Thousands of sand bads 
were piled on the low levees. 

At 1 a. m. it was reported that 
12,000 to 15,000 second feet of 
water was hurtling down the river 
into Orange county. It was esti¬ 
mated , that the swirling waters 
came down the river at the rate of 
18 feet a second. 

At 1:40 a. m. the Riverside 
sheriff sent a teletype message to 
Orange county, warning residents 
in the flood area to get out, say¬ 
ing the river was rising rapidly. 
At 1:41 a. m. the river was still 
eating away at the weakened spots 
and rain began to fall again. 

Providentially, a wind came up 
and swept away the storm clouds. 

Fruit Patrol Helps 

From up the river. Flood Con¬ 
trol Engineer Thompson called 
emergency headquarters at 2:30 
a. m. yesterday again, saying the 
river had dropped a little at the 
county line and gave hope that the 
river might stay in its bounds. 
Members of the fruit patrol and

ation of 200 Mexican.s from the La 
Jolla settlement today were loud 
in their praise for Ray M. Brown, 
manager of the Placentia Mutual 
Orange association and his staff. 

When called upon for aid. Brown 
sent two trucks to the scene and 
offered as many more as were 
needed to remove threatened resi¬ 
dents. The trucks were unable to 
reach the stricken .settlement 
through Placentia, Fullerton or 
Anaheim, but finally forced a 
dangerous path through the flood 
bus, dispatched from Placentia, 
could not negotiate the treacher¬ 
ous roads and was returned to the 
school. 

Residents of Laguna canyon 
were evacuated when a wall of 
water roared down the ravine. Su¬ 
pervisor N. E. West aided in the 
removal of a number of families, 
carrying several carloads of ref¬ 
ugees into Laguna Beach. 

At Han.sen station a number of 
familic.s were forced to leave their 
homes when creek waters backed 
up and threatened to fill living- 
rooms. 

Some Atwood residents were 
faced with a similar situation. 
They were carried to safety in 
trucks. 

Sheriff's deputies responded to 
.scattered calls during the night in 
the Costa Mesa area, north of 
Yorba, and in the canyons in north 
Orange county.

Damage at Irvine 

The Los Alisos canyon culvert 
was destroyed, and the new Lane 
Road bridge fell.

Near Irvine culverts and pave¬ 
ments were undermined and 
washed away, at $8000 damage. 
Culverts on McKinley avenue were 
demolished, at a cost of $3000.

Track Washed Out

dermining roadbeds and leaving 
Santa Fe rails hanging in the air.

On the Richfield road, leading 
from Placentia to Santa Ana can¬ 
yon, culverts were washed out and 
[lavement undermined. The under¬ 
pass on Orchard drive south of 
Ycrba Linda was washed out. 

The Yorba bridge waS damaged, 
and Highway 101 was closed be- 
tv/een Browning and Culver's Cor¬ 
ner, where a huge wall of water 
reared over the pavement, cutting 
away its foundation. 

Flood waters threatened homes 
in Laguna canyon, and caused ex¬ 
tensive damage to the highway 
there.

WEXICO CITY. (JP> — Rescued 
from shark-infested waters in 
which their plane fell. Rear Ad¬ 
miral Ernest J. King, chief of 
aeronautics, U. S. N.. and eight 
other men were headed by .ship to- 
da> for Panama.

This col¬ 
umn has com¬ 
mented s e V eral 
times on the at¬ 
titude of the said 
c o m m i ttee to¬ 
ward Dr. Town¬ 
send during its 
session while in¬ 
vestigating the 
Townsend move¬ 
ment. The pub- 
1 i c indignation 
aroused because of its insulting 
methods used in questioning the 
doctor while on the stand as a wit¬ 
ness can scarcely be exceeded un¬ 
less the doctor is convicted and 
sent to jail in punishment. 

If that should happen the nation 
will be so incensed there will likely 
be a storm of protest of such in¬ 
tensity and volume as the United 
States congress has never before 
been subjected to. It might be the 
last straw which would start the 
present administration’s popular¬ 
ity In the national capital cn the 
toboggan. The Townsendites as a 
whole have been suspicious for a 
long time of President Roosevelt 
and his administration being sym¬ 
pathetic or even willing to give a 
fair hearing to the Townsend plan. 
Conviction for Doctor Townsend 
and a sentence to jail or the al¬ 
ternative of a fine will be inter¬ 
preted as the persecution of a 
leader who stands for the continu¬ 
ance of the present democratic 
I form of government. 

I Once before the writer com- 
i mented on the attitude of the 
I Townsend congressional commit- 
! tee during its sessions as going be- 
I yend the perogatives of a congres¬ 
sional committee. The general pub- 
! lie believes the same. The convic¬ 
tion of the doctor coming at a time 
1 when congress is already stirred 
! hecau.se of the demands of Presi- 
i dent Roosevelt for a revamping 
' of the judicial branch of govern- 
, ment, might furnish the needed 
additional fuel to stir even a large 
number of the democratic mem¬ 
bers of the congress into a defiant 
and fighting attitude towrad legis¬ 
lation desired by the administra- 
! tion. Today's trial of the doctor 
and its outcome may have far 
reaching effects upon the .shaping 
of future national policies.

CITES POLICY 


TOKYO. UP )—Premier Senjuro 
Hayashi announced today his gov¬ 
ernment would establish a definite 
foreign policy looking to the Reali¬ 
zation of peace in the Orient. 

The premier, after a two-hour 
session with his cabinet ministers, 
made public a five-plank program 
which his critics called "abstract 
and vague." 

The platform, approved by the 
emperor, apparently was designed 
to make clear Japan has no inten¬ 
tion of adopting a Fascistic or any 
other than a constitutional type of 
government. 

While the announcement stressed 
that administrative reforms would 
be sought, it deprecated both radi¬ 
cal and conservative measures for 
carrying them out. 

After issuing his platform, the 
66-year>-old premier interviewed 27 
foreign diplomats, including U. S. 
AVnbassador Joseph C. Grew, 
within a space of two and one-half 
hours. 

Alloting each envoy five min¬ 
utes, Hayashi explained it was the 
desire of the new government to 
promote friendly relations with all 
countries, maintain peace in the 
Far East and expand International 
trade.

Navy, Army and Marines to 
Have Big Beach Party Soon 
To Test Out Defense Plans

If is in preparedness for the 
navy’s biggest beach party of the 
year, the annual fleet landing ex¬ 
ercise, to which the army has been 
invited this year. 

For more than a week some 
3700 marines and some 750 army 
troops have been riding through 
the surf and jumping on the sand 
with full loads of equipment, then 
going back to transports fo dry 
out and hear what good the train¬ 
ing has done them. 

Work Out In Secrec.v 

The leathernecks have been 
w'orking out in real secrecy, down 
at San Clemente island, 60 miles 
offshore just twice as far from 
the coast as the pleasure island 
o£ Santa Catalina, from which it 
is due south. 

The marines have a whole lot 
of secret equipment, and methods 
of making or repulsing landings 
developed since their organization 
a few years ago Into the fleet ma¬ 
rine force. They have 76 air¬ 
planes, 52 of which flew across 
the country from Quantico, Va., 
for the beach party. 

San Clemente island now is the 
private shooting grounds of the 
navy. Not even duck hunters or 
fishermen are wanted there any¬ 
more. That’s why it was picked 
this year for the fleet landing ex¬ 
ercise, which last year was held 
in the Caribbean. This annual 
beach party is a strictly private 
atfair. 

Official Secret 

Whether the marines are build¬ 
ing barbed wire entanglements 
and machine gun nests and all the 
other things of coast defense 
against a landing party Is an of¬ 
ficial secret about which the navy 
officers in command of the exer¬ 
cise give stem looks rather than 
direct answers. 

Three Escape as 
Flood Hits Car 

Death reached for tliree Ocean 
Beach people at the height of the 
flood Saturday night, but missed. 
Ocean Beach is below San Cle¬ 
mente.

The defenders 
will occupy San Clemente island, 
aided by aircraft. 

Attackers in Transports 

The attackers will be in trans¬ 
ports. The marines will be on the 
Antares, which brought some from 
Quantico, Va., and also aboard 
other naval craft. The San Diego 
based marines are with the Quan¬ 
tico marines as units in the ex¬ 
ercise. The army troops will be 
cn the army troopship St. Mihiel. 

The navy sends into action for 
the exercise the heavy cruisers 
Pensacola, Northampton. Chester 
end Portland, the battleships Okla¬ 
homa. Texas. Nevada, New York 
and Wyoming, the radio controlled 
target ship Utah, the auxiliaries 
Bridge and Holland, and two di¬ 
visions of destroyers.

Scribes Urge Babe Ruth’s 
Return to Major Leagues

new YORK, (yTI—I t appealed 
today, in the wake of the New 
York Baseball Writers’ annual 
frolic, that fresh Impetus had been 
given to the idea, at least, of re¬ 
storing Babe Ruth to a spot in 
major league baseball. 

Whether the onlooking club 
owners developed any new 
thoughts on the subject remains to 
be seen. Their attitude is doubtful, 
but they hardly can have any 
doubts about the Babe’s continued 
popularity, after observing the 
spontaneous tribute to the one¬ 
time home run king last night by 
a record gathering of 900 at the 
scribes’ 14th annual dinner. 

Ruth, celebrating his 42nd birth¬ 
day with the aid of the writers, 
virtually stole the show. The 
Babe gave a 20-minute speech that 
Indicated his longing to re-enter 
the baseball picture he left nearly 
two years ago, and, with a char¬ 
acteristic touch of Ruthian ora¬ 
tory. summed up as follows: 

"I gave the best years of my 
Ilfs, 22 of them, to the big leagues, 
but just when It seemed to me I 


was at the top, why, I was 
dumped out. 

‘‘Baseball’s my game. I don’t 
know what I would do without golf 
now, but my life has always been 
devoted to baseball. I would be 
willing to give the next 25 years to 
the game, even if it killed me. 

”1 have no regrets for what I’ve 
done. I’ve got to admit baseball 
has been fair to me and that 
Colonel Ruppert, in particular, has 
always been my best friend. He 
must have been, because he has 
made it possible for me to stay off 
the relief rolls.” 

Tributes to Ruth’s achievements 
and place in the game’s history 
came from Postmaster General 
Farley, former Mayor James J. 
Walker and others. Heywood 
Broun, former baseball writer, and 
now a columnist for the World-

PLACENTIA. — This district’s 
bitter schooi boundary battle, 
v.'hich has raged for more than a 
month following attempted with¬ 
drawal of a large section of the 
Yorba-Richfield area, will be set¬ 
tled, one way or another, by the 
board of supervisors tomorrow. 

At that time, the board will be 
asked to recon.slder Its former ac¬ 
tion of approving the withdrawal. 
Their former action cannot be 
balled, but, with a favorable vote, 
the supervisors may start another 
proceeding which would return the 
orphan district to the Placenta 
unified school district, from which 
some residents sought to with¬ 
draw. 

Petitions Presented 

Petitions requesting the hearing 
and reconsideration of the board’s 
action last Dec. 29. when they al¬ 
lowed withdrawal of the large sec¬ 
tion of Placentia district territory, 
were presented Jan. 19. Action 
changing boundaries of a school 
district for the ensuing fiscal year 
must be taken ’uefore Feb. 10, 
school authorities pointed out to¬ 
day. 

If board members reverse the 
action of the old board, which ap¬ 
proved the withdrawal, the Pla¬ 
centia district will remain the 
.same as before the previous ac¬ 
tion. If the withdiawal again is 
approved, the Yorba-RIchfleld area 
will become a part of the Yorba 
Linda elementary district and the 
Fullerton Union High school dis¬ 
trict. 

Proponents of the withdrawal 
claim lower taxes and better edu¬ 
cational facilities would result 
from the action. Members of the 
Yorba Linda elementary board 
were reported in the local news¬ 
paper to be so confident of an¬ 
other favorable action they were 
planning to purrha.se two new 
school buses to handle pupils from 
the new district. 

Oppose Plan 

Opponents of the plan claim that 
the move for. withdrawal came 
from Yorba Linda, as well as the 
two affected districts: that school 
buildings at Yorba Linda will not 
care for the added number of stu¬ 
dents; that the withdrawal would 
so lower the tax base at Placentia 
as to upset the financial structure 
and that the tax rates in the two 
communities are now approxi¬ 
mately the same. 

Superintendent Atkinson strongly 
recommended against the change 
in December. In over-riding his 
recommendation, the board of su¬ 
pervisors upset tradition, as a 
superintendent’s wishes regarding 
a boundary change previously 
have been respected by the board. 
In calling the hearing tomorrow, 
Adkin.son reiterated his stand 
against the change.

LOS ANGELES. (A’)—A school 
course in traffic safety for volun¬ 
teer students as well as traffic 
violators sentenced to receive such 
instruction has opened here on an 
extensive scale.

The adult education section of 
the Los Angeles city schools is 
sponsoring the new course, with 
the aid of the state motor vehicle 
department, the Los Angeles police 
department and the Service Club 
Council. 

Classes will be conducted two 
hours a week for six weeks. As¬ 
signed to these are 16 teachers 
who recently completed special in¬ 
tensive training under direction of 
Niels Nielson of the motor vehicle 
department. 

"The classes for volunteers come 
as the result of public demand for 
a school for other than traffic 
violators," said Asst, Supt. How¬ 
ard A, Campion of the Los An¬ 
geles city schools. "Several large 
transportation and delivery com¬ 
panies have requested that instruc¬ 
tion be furnished for their em¬ 
ployes. 

"Traffic experts know that dis¬ 
regard for traffic laws is due gen¬ 
erally to lack of knowledge of the 
mechanical limitations of an auto¬ 
mobile, such as the capacity of the 
brakes,” 


Bill Providing Change 
Is Introduced in 
State Senate 


(Kditor's Note; This is the third 
of a series of articles on distinctive 
or unusual measures pending in the 
state legislature.) 

SACRAMENTO. (,W—The gizzly 
bear in the foreground, on the 
Great Seal of California, is going 
to be officially standing, at the 
feet of the Goddess Minerva, in¬ 
stead of crouching if senate bill 
322, by Senator Nielsen, Sacra¬ 
mento, becomes a law. 

Senator Nielsen’s bill provides 
that the seal shall follow substan¬ 
tially a representative of it pre¬ 
sented in the bill. The seal printed 
in the bill is the same as the seal 
now in use by the secretary of 
state. Last summer a controversy 
arose when a professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of California declared this 
seal was not the original. He point¬ 
ed out that the designer. Major R. 
S. Garnett, U. S, A., after describ¬ 
ing the figure of Minerva, stated 
"At her feet crouches a grizzly 
l>ear, feeding upon the clusters 
from a grapevine,” 

Other Bills 

In the seal used at present the 
bear stands at the feet of Minerva. 
This IS the one which Senator Niel¬ 
sen would make official by de¬ 
scribing it in the political code. 

Other bills of miscellaneous na¬ 
ture include: 

S. B. 664 by Senators Phillips, 
Banning and Young, Los Gatos: 

Would provide for the establi.sh- 
ment of a California commission 
on intergovernmental cooperation 
to work with the federal govern¬ 
ment, other state governments and 
local governmental units in attain¬ 
ing efficiency and economy. The 
commission would consist of three, 
five member committees named by 
the senate, the assembly and the 
governor. 

The principal object of the com¬ 
mission would be “to do .such acts 
as will, in the opinion of the com¬ 
mission, enable this state to do its 
part—or more than its part in 
forming a more perfect union 
among the various governments in 
the United States and in develop¬ 
ing the council of state govern¬ 
ments for that purpose.” 

A. B. by Assemblyman Thorp, 
Lockeford: 

An appropriation of $30,000 
would be made to bring the na¬ 
tional dairy show to the California 
state fair in 1939. Expenditure of 
the money would be placed in the j 
hands of the state agricultural so- 
ciety. I 

S. B. 355 by Senator Slater, j 
Santa Rosa: 

Appropriation of $10,000 is asked 
for fireproof vault equipment in 
the office of the secretary of state. 

Divorce Bill 

A. B. 808 by Assemblyman Dan- 
nenbrink, Oakland: 

Enlarges the definition of wilful 
neglect as a cause for divorce. 
Wilful neglect is further defined 
"as the wilful refusal to engage in 
or neglect in engaging in a gainful 
employment by a husband who has 
the opportunity and ability to 
work” 

A. B. 996 by Assemblyman La¬ 
tham, Alhambra: 

Inserts a clause, in the legisla¬ 
tion that gives owners of fur¬ 
nished apartment houses a lien on i 
baggage of tenants, giving the ten¬ 
ant the right to retain sufficient 
wearing apparel to constitute one 
complete change of clothing, all 
medicines, foodstuffs, tools and 
equipment necessary for retaining 
or obtaining employment and any 
pets and their cages and para¬ 
phernalia. 

A. B. 997 by Assemblyman Cun¬ 
ningham, Los Angeles: 

Would prohibit the use of offi¬ 
cial stationery of any officer of the 
state by any unauthorized person. 
Violation of this law would con¬ 
stitute a misdemeanor.

dozo, 66 . The latter will reach the 
required age during Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s second term, ending in 1941, 
but his 10 years of service will not 
be up until 1942. 

Washington Named 13 

(The President proposed appoint¬ 
ment of additional justices, in 
cases where justices reach the age 
of 70, have served 10 years on the 
court and have not resigned or ap¬ 
plied for retirement six months 
thereafter.) 

Washington appointed 13 men 
during his eight years in office. 
At that time the court had six 
members. There were seven va¬ 
cancies after the original justices 
were named. , 

Since then President Taft, later 
chief justice, holds the record with 
six appointees. They included two 
present members of the court— 
Chief Justice Hughes, then named 
an a.ssociate justice, and Van De- 
vanter. Hughes resigned in 1916 
to run for president as Republican 
nominee and returned as head of 
the court in 1930. 

Wilson Named 3 

Andrew Jackson and Abraham 
Lincoin each named five justices— 
a majority of the court. 

In recent years, Woodrow Wil¬ 
son appointed three men, including 
the incumbents McReynolds and 
Brandeis. 

Warren G. Harding named Taft 
as chief justice, and Justices Suth¬ 
erland and Butler—still serving— 
and the late Edward T. Sanford. 

Coolidge selected Justice Stone. 

Hoover, in addition to naming 
Hughes chief justice, chose Rob¬ 
erts and Cardozo as associates. 

Had the Roosevelt plan been in 
force through history—almost half 
the justices would have been af¬ 
fected. 

Holmes Holds Record 

Five of the 11 chief justices were 
more than 70 years old and had 
served more than 10 years when 
they retired through death or res¬ 
ignation. Chief Justice Hughes is 
eligible to retire. 

This also has been true of 30 of 
the 67 men who have been asso¬ 
ciate justices, including those now 
on the bench. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes holds the 
record for the age at retirement, 
resigning in 1932 when 91 after 
.sei ving 30 years. 

Chief Justice Roger B. Taney, 
who deliveied the famous Dred 
Scott slavery decision, was 87 
when he died after being on the 
bench 28 years. 

Others in 1‘ast 

Other chief justices who would 
have been affected, their age at 
death or retirement and the num¬ 
ber of years they served were: 

John Marshall, 80, 34; Morrison 
R. Waite, 72, 14; Melville W. Ful¬ 
ler, 77, 22; Edward D. White, 76, 
27. 

Associate justices, in addition to 
Holmes, who have lived to be 80 
or more while on the bench, their 
age and the years of service, are; 

Duvall, 82, 25; McKenna, 81, 27; 
Field, 81, 34; Nelson, 80, 27; Bran¬ 
deis, still on the court at 80. 

The record for long service is 
held by Justice Field, who was on 
the court over 34 years, from 
1863 to 1897. 

John Marshall was chief justice 
from 1801 to 1835.

Westover Says Too Many 
Bills Introduced In 
Legislature 

In a radio address over KVOE 
today State Senator Harry West- 
over continued the discussion 
which he began last week, outlin¬ 
ing^ the manner in which the state 
legislature functions. His address 
in part follows: 

"Last week I discussed certain 
matters pertaining to the .state 
legislature, which is now is ses¬ 
sion, I explained that in Califor- 
ni.i we have what is known as a 
split session. 

"The split .session of the legis¬ 
lature is one of the few new in¬ 
novations of legislative procedure 
during the past 100 years, and as 
far as I know. California is the 
only state to make such an ex¬ 
periment. 

"The theory of such a split ses¬ 
sion is that the various legislators 
may go back to their respective 
districts during the recess and talk 
over pending legislation with their 
constituents. 

To Seek Change 

"In theory this is a good plan. 
In practice it is not perfect. There 
ar< some members of the legis¬ 
lature who now believe that split 
st.ssion is not good procedure and 
are going to attempt to change 
back to the old procedure of the 
Califotnia state legislature. ; 

"According to the rules of the , 
California state legislature, any 
members of the senate or of the as¬ 
sembly. during the first part of 
the se.ssion, or the .lanuary .ses¬ 
sion. may introduce as many bills 
ns he desires. After the February 
recess however, each senator or j 
assemblyman, with the consent of i 
his respective house, may intro- I 
duce two biils. Con.sequently the 
privilege of introducing bills after 
the February session is a very 
valuable one. and all members of 
the legislature ai'e loath to u.se up, i 
or promise to u.se, their privilege ; 
of introducing bills after the Feb- 1 
ruary recess. j 

Flood of Bills ! 

"Some ,1800 hills were intro- i 
riuced in the legislature during; 
the .January term, WTien the vari- j 
oils members of the legislature in- ! 
troduce the bills, they are entitled I 
to introduce during the last part i 
of the .session. It is possible that \ 
thf 1937 .se.ssion of the legislature 
will see introduced the largest 
number of bills in the history of 
the state. I 

"It seems to me that legislators | 
arc prone to introduce too many! 
hills, and that some procedure 
.should be agreed upon to limit the j 
number of bills which can he in- j 
trnduced during any ses.slon of the 
kgislaturc. 

"When there was a restriction I 
piaccd upon the legislature as to 
the number of bills which could be I 
introduced during the latter part j 
of the session, some legislators 
t.f.mmenced immediately to evolve j 
a scheme of getting around such 
a restriction. These legislators in¬ 
ti educe during the January ses¬ 
sion, bills known as skeleton hills. | 
They do not mean anything. The j 
jiurpose of the skeleton bills is ] 
that after the January .session, | 
the hill may be amended by the | 
ore introducing the bill, to cover 
a number of various topics. The! 
slnleton bill vitiates the thought 
ani idea behind the split session 
of llic legislature. The voters can-' 
ncl discuss skeleton bills w'ith , 
their representatives, because 
tl-.rre is nothing to discuss. 

Attack Skeleton Bills 

■■Ihn ing the January .se.ssion Lt. i 
(tov Hatfield, the percsiiling of- 
fieei of the se.ssion, announced 
that he would consiiler all .such 
skeleton bills unconstitutional and 
order them stricken from the files. I 
There is now a movement on, in j 
both the assembly and 'the senate, i 
to restrict or do away entirely : 
with skeleton hills. It would seem | 
tliat legislators would know by 
till middle or end of January the t 
legislation which they wish to in- [ 
troduce in the legislature and l 
Mould not have to introduce any | 
skeleton bills. ; 

"Another innovation which has ; 
bfcn .suggested for legislative pro- I 
ccdtire in the unicarmal legisla- 
tuie that is a legislature com¬ 
posed of only one hou.se. Such a 
piocedure is now in operation in 
Nebraska. This is the first term 
of the Nebraska one-house legis¬ 
lature. Such a bill has been in¬ 
troduced in the California legis¬ 
lature. But it is probable that the 
other state legislatures will be 
loath to vote a one-house legis¬ 
lature until it is seen how the ex- i 
pf riment works out in Nebraska. | 

Need New .Model 

"Some years ago the people of 
the state ‘voted to have a consti¬ 
tutional convention for the pur¬ 
pose of drawing up a new consti¬ 
tution for the state of California. 
The present state constitution has 
been amended so many times it I 
ha.^ become awkward and cumber- 
si me We need a new and up to 
date constitution. However the 
legislature has never provided the 
necessary funds for the holding 
of a constitutional convention. 
Tnore have been introduced in the 
Ippislature this year, bills provid- 
Ing for the holding of the constitu¬ 
tional convention. Although the 
voters of the state felt that we 
should have a new constitution, 
nevertheless, the legislature has 
never been very enthusiastic about 
thr matter and I did not hear very 
much comment about this subject | 
while I was in Sacramento. ] 

"If and when a new constitution 
IS adopted it may be possible to 
change the setup of the legislature. 

State senators and members of 
the assembly do not receive such 
magnificent salaries. Most ol the 
slates pay upon a per diern basis. 
At the present time, members of 
the state .senate and the state as- 
a. mbly leceive $1200.00 per year. 
Puling the year the legislature is 
m session they receive $12.00 per

“Besides the .salary paid the 
members of the legislature, they 
akso receive mileage at the rate of 
five cents per mile for all travel 
necessary for state business. 

"Members of the senate and as¬ 
sembly will tell you that their sal¬ 
ary does not pay their expenses 
and that they are serving the state 
i at a monatory loss to themselves, 
i There are some very able men in 
; bc.th the assembly and senate. Al¬ 
though they feel that the compen¬ 
sation received does not pay their 
overhead, nevertheless, they are 
willing to serve in the legislature. 

“The legislature is a good cross 
section of the people of the state. 
I There are legislators who are ex- 
' tremely wealthy. The legal fra¬ 
ternity is well represented in the 
legislature. Also there are a num¬ 
ber of newspaper men; real estate 
men; and men of different walks 
of life. 

Women Legislators 

"The assembly has two women 
members- -Miss Eleanor Miller of 
Pasadena and Mrs. Jeanetter E. 
Daley of San Diego. The assembly 
has a blind assemblyman and 
there is also a blind member in the 
senate. Senator Herbert W. Slater

Continuing our discussion of 
cysts started yesterday, should 
they rupture internally or extern¬ 
ally no great harm is done as the 
contents are sterile. Cystic en¬ 
largement of the thyroid gland 
is common and may cause a very 
disfiguring growth with much 
distress from pressure on • the 
windpipe. Cysts sometimes occur 
in the brain or spinal cord and 
because the bone on one side is 
rigid and the brain or cord tissue 
on the other is soft, the pressure 
causes paralysis or other interfer- 
j ence with normal function and ex- 
! ti'f me pain. These, too, can be 
j removed surgically v/ith a return 
to normal, if the brain or cord 
substance has not been destroyed 
from pressure. 

Cysts under the periosteum or 
cevering of a bone can cause death 
of that portion due to lack of 
blood supply. Early opening of the 
cyst prevents serious damage. If 
they occur on the root of the tooth, 
severe pain and decay of the 
tooth are likely. A type of cyst, 
which is least understood and 
often disfiguring is the dermoid 
cyst. These formations have their 
foundation in the early develop¬ 
ment of the embryo. It frequently 
happens that as the various seg¬ 
ments of the body unite, a portion 
of the skin or muscous membrane 
in the folds is turned too far in 
and is covered up. 

They may not develop for many 
years. They also occur on the spine 
and internally. They are often at¬ 
tached to the underlying bone and 
arc difficult to remove. They need 
not be disturbed except because of 
appearances.

The newest idea for a main 
course is a rich, nourishing soup, 
skillfully seasoned and served Ic« 
cold. It may be a jellied meat soup 
like those that have gained favor 
the last two or three years; it may 
be a creamed soup made with rich 
meat and vegetable juices such as 
j cclorful Russian borscht in the 
first menu; or it may be a soup of 
' chilled or jellied fruit juices. 

Serve them as you would cook- 
toils. If the soup is liquid, serve 
it from a tall cocktail shaker or 
punch bowl; if jellied, cut into 
-small cubes and serve from your 
picttiest glac.s or silver bowl Into 
cocktail cups. 

Chilled Borscht 

Combine 3 carrots, 3 small 
onions and 3 stalks of celery, all 
finely chopped, with 1 pound shin 
beef cut into small cubes, and 1 
4-pound chicken cut into pieces 
fer serving. Add 3 quarts hot wat¬ 
er and bring to a boil. Add the fol¬ 
lowing spices tied in a cheese¬ 
cloth; 1 sprig thyme, 2 laurel 
leaves (bay leaf, to you!), 1 sprig 
parsley, (4 teaspoon peppercorns. 
Simmer for 2 hours.- Put the pieces 
of chicken into a covered glass 
bowl and set in the refrigerator 
for future use.

The Lesson of Santiago Dam 

XpOR the past 48 hours the Santa Ana river has given 

Orange county a mild taste of what to expect if it 
ever has to face a heavy run-off from the mountains and 
a terrific cloudburst at one and the same time. 

The taste has been bad enough; we don’t want the 
whole dish. 

Swollen waters have been surging between the levees 
for two days, threatening at more than one point to break 
through and inundate the surrounding country. 

Bridges have been subjected to a severe strain as 
the stream rolls huge boulders along the bottom. 

A little more water in the channel—and Orange 
county might have experienced the harrowing flood days 
of 1916 all over again. 

* * * ♦ 

In marked contrast to the Santa Ana river has been 
the behavior of Santiago creek which flows past Irvine 
park through the north confines of the county seat. 

The creek carried its fair share o^ water through 
town. 

But this flow is SMALL compared to what it would 
have been if the big Santiago dam had not blocked the 
path of the angry torrents that rushed down the canyons 
of Old Saddleback. 

At one gauge in the canyon, it is reported that 8.57 
Inches of rain fell in 24 hours! 

Abnormal rains in the Silverado area sent such a 
flood down the upper stretches of the Santiago creek that 
approaches to some bridges were torn away as though 
they were built of straw. 

This roaring wall of water was headed off from 
Santa Ana only by the mighty bulwark of Santiago dam. 

If there had been no dam—it is easy to visualize the 
wreckage and disaster which might have been done to 

the lowlands by the flooded creek. 

• • « 

The comparison is plain and to the point. 

Santiago dam saved Santa Ana from possibly a dis¬ 
astrous flood. 

A similar dam on the Santa Ana river, under corre¬ 
sponding weather conditions, some day might save Orange 
county from a repetition of the 1916 tragedy. 

Bear that in mind when you vote on the county flood 
control plan bonds. 


In zones marked giving pedes¬ 
trians the preference auto driver.s 
not only break the law but exhibit 
a discourtesy when they refuse to 
stop while pedestrians are cross¬ 
ing.

A 
few arrests might have a salutary 
effect.

If, as he as¬ 
serts, and there seems no ground 
for doubting him, a pall of smoke 
reduces the day-time temperature 
from 10 to 20 degrees Fahrenheit 
and makes the .subsequent night 
that much cohler, the smudge- 
makers defeat their own object. 

Dr. Danger asks for scientific 
study of the whole problem, a sug¬ 
gestion which is joined in by Henry 
L. Marshall in the Covina Argus. 
The latter proposes cooperative or¬ 
chard-heating making po.ssible u.se 
of .smokele.ss, or nearly smokeless, 
heating devices. 

In early days of orchard heating, 
it was suppo.sed that the smoke 
itself was beneficial, and somehow 
prevented the ili.ssipation of heat. 
There are few now who believe 
this, and if Dr. Danger is right, 
there .should be none. But the ex- 
pen.se of equipping a grove with 
more modern heaters is high. 
Those who claim the best success 
with orchard heating use two heat-1 
ers to every three trees; and even 
the best are not entirely smoke¬ 
less. 

Everything seems to point the 
need for intensive study of the 
frost problem, and a better solu¬ 
tion than we have at present. This 
is one of Dr. I^anger's a.s.sertions 
that cannot be denied.

I p THE enthusiasm with which local citizens are greet¬ 
ing the idea is a dependable sigpi, you may see the 
walls of a new junior college plant starting to rise within 
the next few months. 

Following introduction of the proposal recently, rep¬ 
resentatives of nearly every civic group have strongly en¬ 
dorsed the Jaysee building program. 

Indeed, there is a sharp need in Santa Ana for ade¬ 
quate housing of the junior college student body and 
faculty. 

The present buildings are too small, and several of 
them are not designed to scholastic purposes. 

There is no campus worthy of the name, no athletic 
grounds, no auditorium, no experimental laboratories in 
practical sciences—in short, there is little in an outward 
way to indicate that a first class institution of the kind 
exists here. 

And if the enrollment continues to fall off in Santa 
Ana while it |rains in Fullerton, there might even be no 
college worthy of the name at all in this community within 
a few years. 

Adequate buildings, campus and equipment, in our 
opinion, would do much to revitalize the declining student 
body, besides increasing efficiency of the institution. 

In asking the board of education to appoint an im¬ 
partial committee for the purpose of ascertaining facts 
about the junior college situation here, civic leaders in¬ 
terested in the project are taking the right course. 

The board should, and no doubt will, name this com¬ 
mittee so that the community may have all the facts 
about the cost, location and need before it is called upon 
to put up any money—much of which would come, it is 
hoped, from the federal work relief bill as outlined last 
week by President Roosevelt. 

Santa Ana needs and wants a new junior college 
plant; and it wants it on the best terms possible.
